Mf publifhed accounts of Dr. Clarke’s life, 
x [Sem writing and character, with many par- 
AIG ticulars, of which he took himfelf to 
n2 SE PSE® be better acquainted than any of them, 
thought it 2 Duty incumbent on him to 
add thefe Memoirs, with fuch faithfule/s and impar- 
tiality, fuch openne/s and fimplicity as thoje important 
concerns do require. , 

Our Author’s firft acquaintance with the Dr. was in 
the year 1697, while the former was Chaplain to Dr. 
Moor, then Bifhop of Nerwich, to whofe favour and 
friendfhip he had the opportunity of firft introducing 
him. He refigned his place of Chaplain to him the 
next year, having the living of Loweftoft in Suffolk 
given him by his Patron. Our Author here digrefles to 
acquaint the Reader with ‘a ftrange incident, that hap- 
‘ pened at Leweftoft when Dr. Clarke came once thi- 
‘ther to fee him; which they never forgot, and he 
‘ thinks ought to be mentioned here for publick infor- 
‘ mation. They went together a-board one of the 
‘ {mall Ships belonging to that Town: and as they 
« were on Ship-board, they took notice of two of the 
¢ Seamen that were jointly lifting up a veffel out of 
¢ the hold : when another Seaman that ftood vy, clapped 
* oneof them on the fioulder, andasked him, why he 
¢ did not turn his face away ? (for he was looking down, 
¢ asif he would fee what he and his fellow were lifting 
* out of the hold, as well as joined in lifting it up. ) 
* Upon which he turned his face away 3 but con- 

© tinued to affift in lifting it up notwithftanding. The 
¢ meaning of which they foon underftood to be this; 
¢ that he would be obliged to {wear he /aw nothing 
* taken out of the hold; not that he took nothing out 
* of it. This, Mr. Whifton obferves, is the confequence 
‘ of our multiplying oaths on every trifling occafion ! 
‘and this, fays he, it feems, is a Seaman’s falvo for 
* fuch errant perjury ! 

In the year 1714 the Convocation fell upon Dr. 
Clarke's [cripture doétrine of the Trinity ; for an authen- 
tick account of which, Mr. Whitton refers us to an Apology 
for Dr. Clarke, publifhed thisyear. Our Author, in this 
affair, charges Dr. Clarke with infincerity ; and fays, it’s 
end was unhappy to Dr. Clarke's own con{cience 3 unhappy 
to bis beft friends; and, above all, unbap y as to its con. 
Sequence in relation to the opinion the Unbelievers were 
willing bereupon to entertain of him, as if he had pre- 
varicated all along in his former writings for Chri- 
ftianity. He mentions one in particular, whom he 
Calls a fagacious unbeliever, who faid, that ‘he and 
* other obferving Infidels, his brethren, did think, both 
* from his life and writings, that he had really believed 
* Chriftianity ; that is, till the Convocation fell upon 
‘him. But fince his prevaricating behaviour at that 
* time of trial, they concluded he did not believe it. 
This conclufion Mr. Whifton thinks too ba/fy, and fays, 
that be did by degrees recover part of bis former cha- 
rafter; and not only fhewed evident figns of being 
diffatisfied with what he had done, but refu/ed a//o a 
Lay Employment of 1200 /. or 15007. a year, because 
it was not agreeable to his fpiritual cures by which 
he appeared in earneft to believe the Chriftian Religion 
to bis death. 

_ P. 86. Our Author relates many particulars concerne 
ing a Society for promoting primitive Chriftianity the 
Chairmen of which were three: . Dr. Fobn Gale, 
from Fuly.3, 1715. when they firft met, tilt Feb. 10, 
1715.

Served the minutes of this Society with no lefs exafne/s, 
than thofa of any Court in this kingdoms as be takes 
them to be of greater confequence than any of them. 

P. 135. Mr. Whifton here enters into the particulars 
of Dr. Clarke’s refufal of the lay employment menti- 
oned before; and on this occafion makes a foort, and, 
as he thinks not unfeafonable Digreffion, to tell us, that 
‘ it is clearly his opinion, that till our Defenders of 
‘ Chriftianity do more than they have moft of them 
‘ hitherto done, as to the affording the world this con- 
‘ vidtion, that they are really in carne themfelves ; 
particularly, till our Bifhops leave off procuring come 
‘ mendams, and heaping up riches and preferments on 
* themfelves, their Relations and Favourites: nay, till 
‘ they correét their non-refidence, till they leave the 
‘ Court, the Parliament, and their Pcliticks, and go 
‘ down to their feveral Diocefes, and there /abour in 
‘ the Vineyard of Chrift, inftead of ftanding the molt 
‘ part of the day id/e at the Metropolis: ‘They may 
‘ write what learned Vindications, and Pafforal Letters 
‘ they pleafe, the obferving unbelievers will not be fa- 
‘ tisfied they are in earneff, and, by confequence, will 
‘ be little moved, by all their Arguments and Exhor- 
* tations. 

‘ And here (fays our Author) I cannot but won- 
der, how Bifhop Hoadley can himfelf fo diftinétly 
take notice, to the honour of Dr. Clarke, that he 
was almoft conftantly refident upon his cure, without 
the bittereft refle€tion on his own different conduct. 
Since every body acquainted with him knows, that 
fince he has been Bithop of Hereford and Salisbury, 
he has not only, like {ome other Bifhops, been much 
the greateft part of his time at London; but that du- 
ring .he 6 years time he was Bifhop of Bangor, and 
pafled through the entire Bangorian Controverfy, he 
went beyond the example of other Bifhops, and ne- 
ver once fet his foot within the Diocefe of Bangor. 
The Bifhop may alfo pleafe to remember, that when 
he had abfented himfelf from his Diocefe 3 or 4 of 
thofe years, and I had proportionably withdrawn my 
felf from my wonted acquaintance with him, I fent him 
a friendly, very gentle Admonition to this effect ; 
that I defired to receive from him a letter under bis 
own band, dated at Banger. ‘To which meflage he 
returned me this anfwer, by the fame hand that car- 
ried it: That be foould be glad to fee me at Bangor, 
the next year: Whither yet he did not go that year, 
nor any other. I beg of him, that he will confider 
what the Apoftles have ordained in their 37th and 
38th Canons, which belong to fuch grofs negligence ; 
viz. that if any Bifbop that is ordained does nob un- 
dertake bis office, nor take care of the people commit- 
ted to him, be is to be fufpended until be does under- 
take it. —— And that a Bifbop who takes no care of 
the clergy or people, and does not infiruct them in 
‘ piety, is to be feparateds and if he continue in bis 
‘ negligence, is to be deprived.’ 1 am mighty forry 
to find Mr. Whifton ufe fuch bitter inveétives againit 
this excellent Prelate, whofe conduét, I am perfuaded 
can have given him no juft reafon to treat him in fuch 
Yet this is not the only part of the book 
now under my confideration, which is openly levelled 
againft his charaéter. In P. 116. he charges him with 
afting inconfiftently with bis own Notion of Liberty o 
Confcience, and that Chrift an Freedom, of which be 
has always appeared the ftrongeft Advocate. And again, 
in P. 4 he has thefe words; * When the Bifhop 
* fays, that the Charity of Dr. Clarke's Affiftance and 
‘ Beneficence was as extenfive as the circumflances of 
‘ bis Family would prudently admit: And afterwards, 
‘ that be had not in him the---love of Riches ftrong enough 
to make him uneafy for any thing more than what 
afforded him and his Family a decent eS tan and 
Place in Life : This may be true in the Bifhop’s opi- 
nion; who, with many of his Brethren, by twice 
changing his Bifhoprick for a better, contrary to an 
Apottolical canon, and by raifing an eftate out of 
his Ecclefiaftical Revenues, contrary both to the Apo- 
ftolical Conftitutions and Canons, feems to be of opi- 
nion, that theCircum/fances of Bifhons and Presbytcre 
families ought to be not tmall, and their decent Af pear- 
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ance in life very great under Chyiftianity.’ Me en- 
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deavours indeed to mollify this fevere charge, by grant~ 
ing that the Bibop is not fingular in this, but that the 
behaviour of moft of the Bifbeps and Presbyters makes it 
too evident, that whatever fentiments they may bave in 
theory, or may preach out of the pulpit, yet their nos 
tion for practife is with the Bifbop in thefe matters. 
P. 142. Mr. Whifton finds great fault with Dr. 
Clarke for his celebrated Edition of the twelve firft 
Books of Homer’s Iliad, thinking that fe /eemed therea

Ser profane Authors, at a time when there was parti 


ticular occafion for the moft able of the Clergy to en- 
gage in divine fiudies: and adds, that ‘ if once fitch 
* as thefe would be themfelves in earnef in Chriftiani« 
‘ ty, and would in earnef fall to this great work, the 
* Collinfes, the Tindals, the To/ands, and the Woo]. 
‘ ftons, would foon become contemptible. To obierve, 
* fays he, fuch Laymen as Grotius and Newton and 
‘ Lock laying out their nobleft Talents in facred{Stu- 
* dies; while fuch Clergymen as Dr. Bent/ey, and 
‘ Bifhop Hare, to name no others at prefent, have been, 
in the words of Sir J/aae Newton, fighting with one 
another about a Play-book (Terence}. ‘This is a 
reproach upon them, their holy Religion, and holy 
* Funétion, plainly intolerable. Bavivs.

They 
demand, that before they enter into any tfeaty of accom- 
modation, their ancient privileges be reilored 5; that the 
extraordinary impofts they have paid ever fince the ycar 
1715, be fupprefsd; tha! thofe who have been the caule 
ot their oppieffion, be deliver'd up to them ; that the 
Country between the rivers Liemone and Tavigniano be 
yielded to them, with the fovereignty thereof; and that 
all the garrifons be drawn out of theifland. Therebels 
forefeeing that the re; ublick might borow foregin troops 
to reduce them, they have provided themfelves with 
arms, and carry d off the ammunition they found in the 
mavazines ot S. Florent, Ca'vi, Corfo, and §. Boniface: 
They have melted down the bells of thofe towns, and 
caft them into cannon, and have thrown up a retrench- 
ment with redoubt. along the coaft, where th:y think 
a defcent feafible. The guards they hive pofted with 
artillery in feveral places, are order’d to fire upon any 
Genoeze flips that offer to approach the fhoar. ‘Their 
principal Chief is named Pampliani, and is a Gentleman 
who has fignali:ed him(elf ia toreign fervice. That Ot- 
ficer has affix’d up papers in feveral places f the ifland, 
importing, that the malecontents have no defign, in ‘a- 
king arms, to plunder or in{u't any of their opprefsd 
brethren, bur to maintain the liberties and privileges of 
the nation.
